6. Exhibit B attached to this declaration is a true and correct copy of MEI literature 
entitled "MARS Coin Changer Series 4000," dated March 1996, that was made publicly 
available at the NAMA show. 

7. At the time of the NAMA show, the 4000 coin changer series included 
Micromech VN 4000 and the VN 4010 coin changers. 
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8. VN 4000 and VN 4010 coin changers were publicly displayed and operated at the 
NAMA show. 


9. Exhibit C attached to this declaration is a true and correct copy of a photograph of 
the MEI booth at the NAMA show. The photograph (right-hand side) shows an MEI 
4000 series changer displayed at the NAMA show. 

10. The VN 4000 and VN 4010 coin changers at the NAMA show included four coin 
tubes. The coin tube configuration of some of those coin changers was U.S. nickel, dime, 
quarter and dollar coins. 

11. In connection with MEFs display at the NAMA show, VN 4000 and VN 4010 
coin changers were installed and operated in vending machines, including vending 
machines manufactured by Automatic Products International, Ltd., Crane National 
Vendors, and The Vendo Company. 

12. Exhibit D attached to this declaration is a true and correct copy of a photograph of 
the MEI booth at the NAMA show. Exhibit D shows two vending machines (one on each 
side of the elephant) in which either VN 4000 or VN 4010 coin changers were installed at 
the time of the NAMA show.
